Avyakt BapDada 30th November 1971 


Do you know the spiritual drill? Just as those who have the practice of doing physical 
exercises can flex their bodies as and when they wish, in a second, in the same way, can those 
who have the practice of doing the spiritual drill stabilise their intellects in the stage they wish, 
and to the percentage they wish, in a second? Have you become such an ever- 
ready spiritual military? If you receive an order now, to stabilise yourself in the stage of being 
incorporeal, viceless, and egoless: are you able to stabilise yourself? Or does the corporeal body, 
the corporeal world, and sinful thought pull you to themselves, even against your conscious 
wish? Can you go beyond the attraction of the body within a second? The basis for victory or 
defeat is one second. So, can you win the game of “one second”? Do you consider y ourself to be 
victorious to this extent? Do you consider yourself to be wealthy, with all powers, to this extent? 
Or do you still have to become completely wealthy? 


The children of the Bestower are always full of all treasures of wealth. Do you consider 
yourself to be like this? Or, do the sanskars, of having been a devotee and a beggar for 63 births, 
still emerge sometimes? “I want the Father’s help... I want blessings... I want co-operation... I 
want power...”: you do not constantly want something, do you? Do the words “I want” seem 
right for the children of the Bestower, the Bestower of Fortune, and the Bestower of Blessings? 
Now you have to become bestowers of fortune, and bestowers of blessings, and donate 
something, or give a blessing to, every soul of the world. You should not have thoughts of 
wanting this or that. The children of the Bestower are full of all powers. This stage of fullness 
brings the stage of perfection close. 


Do you consider yourselves to be the special souls of the entire world, who are loved by the 
Father, and who are unique from all other souls? What is the difference between ordinary and 
special souls? Do you know this difference? The speciality of special souls - which should be 
visible in a practical form - is that they experience themselves to be constantly full of all powers. 
The praise that “there is nothing lacking in this treasure store” is of this time. Only when you 
make yourselves full of all powers will you be complete with all virtues, and complete with all 
physical wealth: only then will you attain the complete stage of the future. Therefore, in order to 
make yourselves like this, you have come to this bhatti. Whatever you were lacking, in 
yourselves, should be transformed into an attainment. Or do you still experience something to be 
lacking? This attainment will remain eternally, will it not? Attainment means attainment. 


Since you have become embodiments of experience, whatever is experienced becomes 
eternal. Whatever you have heard... whatever you have attained through the atmosphere... and 
the things you you have attained through the influence of listening to an elevated soul telling you 
something... these attainments are temporary, but the things you experience yourself are 
permanent and everlasting. So have you become those who just listen, or have you become 
embodiments of experience? Or will you become experienced after churning whatever you have 
heard? Have you experienced the treasures you have received? Or will you put them into your 
own practical experience when you return to your places? The most powerful stage is that of 
one’s own practical experience, because experienced souls have willpower. On the basis of the 
willpower of your experience, you will be able to confront any power of Maya. 


Those who have willpower are easily able to confront all situations and problems, and they 
are also able to make all souls constantly content. So, with the power to confront, and with the 
willpower of your own experience, you are easily able to attain the power to make everyone 
content. So, do you experience both of these powers in yourself? If you have both of these 
powers, you will be victorious. Have you become victorious to this extent? 


To be victorious means to not be defeated in in your thoughts, or even in your dreams. If 
you are not defeated in your dreams, you will definitely not be defeated in your practical life. In 
this way your every thought, word, and deed should be victorious: that is, there should be no 
name or trace of defeat. Can you reach this perfect target in one second? If those in the military 
are unable to hit their target in in a second, they become defeated. And if they hit their target 
well, they become victorious. In the same way, can you stabilise your intellect on this target in 
one second? Have you becom ever-ready to this extent? Or can you only stabilise yourself on 
your target after having made effort? If you first have to try in this way, then the second to 
experience victory will have passed: so how would you become a bead of the rosary of victory? 
Therefore, just as you have to stay in constant remembrance, in the same way you must be 
constantly victorious. 


So check - through the whole day - to what extent you were victorious in your thoughts, 
words, deeds, relationships, love, co-operation, and service. Only if you have been constantly 
victorious over a long period of time, at every step, and victorious in every thought... only then 
will you become a close bead in the rosary of victory. Why were there only 108 that became 
victorious, even after having done so much service? How did they become this? They became so 
elevated with this effort. Only when you are constantly victorious - over a long period of time - 
will you be able to create a memorial that lasts a long time. 


So, what will you do now? The transformation that you have to bring about in this bhatti is 
for you to become constantly victorious over a long period of time. Many souls should have the 
experience, through you, that you are the avyakt angels, who remain stable in the avyakt stage, 
and have come from Madhuban, the avyakt land, into the corporeal world, for the sake of world 
benefit. The souls of your family should experience this transformation in you souls. This is 
known as the transformation of the bhatti. Your eyes should give the experience of spirituality. 
Your activity should give the vision of the divine activities of the Father. Your forehead should 
give the vision of the jewel on the forehead. Your avyakt features should show the practical form 
of the divine alokik stage. Your alokik attitude should remind any one with a tamoguni attitude of 
his satoguni attitude. This is known as transformation. 


When you remain engaged in service at every step, this is called being “serviceable”. Have 
you become serviceable to this extent? Do not think that you just have to do service for four 
hours. You have to be constantly victorious. Not even one second of the time of those who are 
constantly engaged in service - those who are constantly serviceable - should be spent without 
service being done. To be serviceable to this extent is the speciality of special souls. So you have 
to become full in all aspects. 


When you speak of the Father’s praise, the word “full” is applied to each of his qualities. If 
you arefullin all aspects, you will not fail Anything that is fulldoes not have 


any flaws: therefore you do notfail. Neither do you failin anything, nor do you feel sensitive 
over anything wasteful. Sometimes you still become sensitive over trivial matters, do you not? 
Those who are full will not become sensitive over trivial matters, nor will they fail. 


So, have you applied this tilak? Have you applied on your forehead this tilak of 
becoming full of all powers? If you do not constantly have this tilak on your forehead, then, 
instead of remembering Baba, what do you do in remembrance? Instead of remembering Baba, 
you start complaining. However, you must not now do that. The file of complaints has already 
been created. Do you now how big the file of each one’s complaints is? Stay constantly in 
remembrance, be constantly victorious, and be constantly serviceable, and then there will be no 
need to make any complaints. 


You have come to the bhatti to offer the sacrifice of all weaknesses. So, have you offered 
the sacrifice of all weaknesses in the yagya? Or do some weaknesses still remain? When an 
offering is made, what do they say at the end? “Swaha” (let it all be sacrificed). So, have all of 
you sacrificed yourselves? Those who have sacrificed themselves cannot see the things of the 
past, even in their dreams. Have you sacrificed yourself in this way ? Courage and enthusiasm are 
visible in the result of the majority of you at the present time. Create an attitude that constantly 
has this courage and enthusiasm. The land is soft and fertile, but do not allow the thorns of your 
sinful actions from your past life to be thrown in this fertile land. Have you surrendered the 
thorns to the Father? Have all the thorns that still remain been surrendered to the Father, or are 
they still causing damage? When something turns to ashes, that is also called a sacrifice. Do not 
ever re-sow anything in your land... anything that has turned to ashes, that is, anything that has 
been burnt. That is, do not ever bring it into your consciousness. To make an offering, and to 
sacrifice it, means that its name and trace finish. 


From today, always consider that those are not the sanskars of yourself, the satoguni soul: 
that is, they are not your sanskars. So, just as you observe the sanskars of others in a detached 
way, in the same way look at the sanskars of your tamopradhan stage as a detached observer. 
Finish them in the same way. By considering them to be sacrificed, you will continue to receive 
constant success. Achcha. 


Are you constantly an intense effort maker, or do you sometimes become slack, and 
sometimes intense? Your effort should always be intense, because every moment is the final 
moment. If you are an ordinary effort maker and your final moment comes, you will deceived 
will you not? So, remain ever-ready , whilst considering every moment to be the final moment. 
To be ever-ready means to be an intense effort-maker. Do not think that there will be some time 
before destruction takes place, and that you will be ready by then. Do not look at the final 
moment. There is no guarantee of your own final moment. Therefore you must remain ever- 
ready. What do you have to do anyway? Is there something still left to do?(we have to build a 
museum). If the museum is to be built, anyone will build it. Your stage should always remain 
beyond. Whatever happens now will be good. Are you ready to this extent? Or will you need to 
think: “let me do this... let me do this...”? No. Always remain free from attachment, free from 
sinful thoughts, free from waste. There shouldn’t even be any waste. This is known as being 
ever-ready. 


Are you able to put a dot in a second? Can you, at one moment, perform an action, and at 
the next moment, become detached from the action? Can you remain detached from the 
relationships of karma? Do you know how to perform this exercise? If you are very busy in any 
action... if your mind and intellect are connected in the relationships of karma - not in bondage 
but in relationship - and you receive a direction to put a full-stop: are you able to put a full-stop, 
or will your thoughts about that action continue? “I have to do this... I mustn’t do that... this is 
like this, and that is like that...”. Continue to practise this, even if it is for one second, because 
you will receive the final certificate only after applying a full-stop in a second. Merge the 
expansion in one second, and become an embodiment of the essence. Whenever you have a 
chance to practice this, continue to do so. It should not be that you are only able to put a full stop 
when you sit in yoga. Put a full-stop in the middle of an upheaval: do you have such a powerful 
brake? Or is it that you want to apply a brake here, but it will not be applied until a bit later? The 
full-stop should be applied at the right time. There is no benefit in applying a full-stop later, after 
the time for it has gone by. 


Since you say that everything is to happen suddenly, and that you have to remain ever- 
ready, then use everything in a worthwhile way. BapDada wants you to accumulate it for 
yourself. BapDada is the Bestower, and to use everything is a worthwhile way means to 
accumulate. Bap Dada has the account of accumulation of every child: so what did he see in your 
account? Some children think - and say - that they have accumulate a lot in their account: “I have 
accumulated this and this”. Externally they speak of having a lot in their account with the Father, 
but there is a lot less there than they think they have accumulated. Why? The first lesson is the 
consciousness of “I” and “mine”: “I did this... this is my service... this is my duty...”. At the time 
of accumulating, they think they are accumulating, but it is automatically removed from the 
account of accumulation, and accumulates in the account of waste. This is automatic subtle 
machinery. Think: “Baba made me do it... it is Baba’s service, not mine”. Never think: “I did 
this”. Do not say of it: “I am doing this... I am doing that”. Do not have this consciousness of 
“LP. If you say “Baba, Baba” then it accumulates multi-million-fold. Whereas, if you say “I” or 
“mine”, then it is transferred to the account of waste. Achcha.
